VIEWS WERE EXPRESSED IN COMITE IN AFTERNOON JUNE 1 1 BY REPS 
OF ARGENTINA, PAKISTAN, POLAND, FRG, CZECHOSLOVAKIA, BELGIUM, 

JAPAN, IRAN, MEXICO, VENEZUELA, AND KENYA, AND IN MORNING JUNE 12 
BY MONGOLIA AND ITALY, THUS CONCLUDING GENERAL DEBATE. REP OF 
NEW EUROPEAN SPACE AGENCY ALSO SPOKE, AND COMITE TOOK UP REPORT
